Gelfand arrived early today 


14, back to Ohio. 


The elder Gelfand had been 


trying to locate his son and

Krasnoff since early 


July, his attorney. Gerald B. 
Chattman, said in Cleveland.

airline, said Mrs. Krasnoff 
had spent nearly 8140,000 for 
firstclass t i c k e t s for her 
grandson and herself.

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The Wolf More Than a Wild River 


The 
overwhelming 
vote 
of 


Menominee 
Enterprises 
Inc. 


shareholders against sale and leasing of 
the Wolf River shore in Menominee 
County will be a disappointment to those 
who viewed the step as something which 
would be automatic following the 
passing of the federal Wild Rivers Act of 
1968. But the vote would better be viewed 
as the place from which to start 
negotiations with the special 
cir- 


cumstances of the Menominee County 
transaction in mind. 


The 1968 law, for which Wisconsin 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson received much of 
the credit, selected stretches of the 
nation's few remaining wild rivers for 
preservation. Three of them, with 200 
miles of shoreline, were in Wisconsin. 
The law authorizes purchase, leasing or 
protective zoning for 100 miles of the St. 
Croix River on the Wisconsin-Minne- 
sota border, for 85 miles of the 
Namekagon River in Northwestern 
Wisconsin and for 24 miles of the Wolf 
River in Menominee County. 


The Wolf River portion of the act was 


viewed in Wisconsin as having twin 
objectives and potential. First of all, 
there was a national commitment to 
preserving the Wolf's clear waters and 
rugged shorelines, as they had been kept 
through the wisdom of the Menominee 
Indians. Second, the federal purchase or 
lease offered the possibility of capital for 
a sagging county economy and ex- 
pansion ol a tourist industry in a county 
which is almost entirely dependent upon 
its single lumber industry. 


The present federal offer is for $3.8 


million for purchase of about 2,500 acres 
and for leasing of 3,060 acres. But the 
Menominee Enterprises vote on this 


offer was 135.005 shares against with 
only 1.979 shares in favor. 


There are several factors which 


should go into understanding the 
Menominees' position. 


First, there is the Indian attachment 


to the environment and a history of the 
white man's government often not 
delivering what has been explained as a 
preservation project. That there should 
be doubts is reasonable. Second, the 
Menominee community has been 
divided by its Legend Lake project to 
increase • the 
tax 
base 
through 


development 
of lake residential 


properties, and the Wolf River plan is 
viewed by some as yet another loss of 
land. Third, the proposed federal 
ownership would cut through the heart of 
the county. 


Several courses of action suggest 


themselves from the Menominee En- 
terprises meeting, which again return to 
the special circumstances of this section 
of the Wild Rivers Act. 


The offered price may be insufficient. 


How does a federal appraiser put a price 
on beauty and history? The federal 
leasing of all the land may be a better 
approach. There is also a concern for 
Menominee fishing and hunting rights 
should the Wolf River stretch become 
federal property. And there is a feeling 
that employment and economic benefits 
are not specific enough. 


On one thing there can be no dispute. 


The Wolf River must be preserved and in 
a manner matching the wild rivers title 
of the law. The federal government and 
the people of Wisconsin should join the 
Menominee people in this objective in 
working out an agreement which 
recognizes the special circumstances of 
the Wolf River portion of the Wild Rivers 
Act. 


A Massage fo Lawyers, Courts 


It sounded as though a speaker was 


reading from past Post-Crescent 
editorials when he told a meeting of state 
attorneys genera] at Baileys Harbor last 
week that lack of speedy trial is a weak 
link in the crime fighting chain. Ever 
since the courts and the bar have been so 
concerned with fair and impartial trials 
and the relationship of the press to such 
impartiality, we have been pointing out 
that the same amendment to the con- 
stitution guarantees a speedy trial. 


The remarks of Donald Santarelli, an 


associate deputy attorney general with 
the U.S. Justice Department, 
were 


helpful, however, in that he pointed out 
some of the difficulties causing a 
slowdown in justice today. Santarelli 
said there has been a litigation explosion 
in the country, and that it is going to get 
worse. There has been a great tendency, 
he said, for people to transfer their 
problems from the legislative to the 
legal process. And with the class actions 
and consumer actions now being en- 
couraged by legislation and social action 


groups, the problem is bound to become 
more acute. The answer lies, he said, 
either in more, many more, courts, or 
less litigation. 


With reference to court procedures 


and crime, he pointed out faults in our 
system compared to the British such as 
the contentiousness of American at- 
torneys who contend every comma of a 
complaint and challenge the court every 
step of the way, or the almost unending 
appeals process in our criminal law 
\shich delays final decisions for years. 


The impetus to solve these problems 


must come from the local level, he add- 
ed, noting that "law enforcement is the 
one last state and local function that has 
not been transferred 
to the federal 


government." 


There is a message here for local bar 


associations, local judges, and county 
boards, and a particularly timely 
message for Outagamie County where 
studies of the court system and the 
welfare administration which ties in so 
closely in juvenile matters are going on. 


A Step Toward Monetary Agreements 


The Nixon Administration appears to 


have surmounted the first hurdle in its 
attempt to get some help from friendly 
trading countries to improve 
the 


American balance of payments. 


The 54-nation General Agreement on 


Tariffs and Trade (GATT) agreed 
grudgingly in Geneva last week to help 
work out a comprehensive fiscal and 
trade program to restore equilibrium to 
the U.S. balance. And they accepted 
without retaliation, for now at least, the 
10 per cent surcharge on imports Nixon 
imposed as part of hit. overall economic 
package. 


Now the hO-ralled (.roup of Tun — the 


world's 10 richest nations — is planning 
a meeting in London in mid-September 
to attempt to \\ork out changes in the 
values of major currencies. The 
relationship of the U.S. dollar to the West 
German mark and the Japanese yen has 
been a major factor in depressing 
American exports and encouraging 
imports. 


So it is obvious that President Nixon's 


actions in penalizing imports into this 
country and in freeing the value of the 
dollar from gold have had the desired 
effect. Now the question will be whether 
the international conferences \\ ill result 
in actual agreements.

Hindu-Muslim War Would 
Terrible, Impossible to Stop

The rapidly deteriorating 


relations between India and 
Pakistan could easily lead to 
bloodshed on a scale that 
almost defies comprehension. 
There has been a good deal of 
bellicose talk, the Indians are 
rightly enraged at the brutal 
action of the Pakistani army 
in 
East 
Pakistan, 
the 


Pakistanis are equally in- 
furiated by Indian support for 
Bengali guerrillas, and in the 
background the Soviets and 
the Chinese Communists are 
playing games of their own. 


However, the outbreak of 


war is actually not the thing 
most to be dreaded. No sane 
person wants to see it happen, 
'but the odds are that if it did, 
we would see a repetition of 
the 1965 war in which both the 
Indian and the Pakistani 
armies cranked up, set out 
after each other, and, then 
simply collapsed in a bog of 
logistical incompetence. The 
fighting stopped because 
nobody on either side could 
find a tank that worked, the 
right calibre ammunition, 
shovels to dig latrines, and 
food. 


Appalling Side Effects 


Apparently the situation has 


not changed much since. One 
senior American military 
analyst, who makes it his 
business to follow up on such 
matters, put it bluntly: 
"Hell," he told me, "the ROKs 


(Koreans) could take either of 
them, and the Israelis could 
beat them both." He said 
there might be some desultory 
bombing, but suspected that 
— without massive, outside 
assistance — both air forces 
would 
be 
grounded by 


maintenance problems in ten 
days. It is, I suppose, an index 
of something that this can be 
considered good news. But if 
we put aside the impact of the 
war on the military leveL we 
must consider the appalling 
side effects that it could 
provoke, notably communal 
civil war. When India was 
partitioned 1947, the bulk of 
the Muslims was in the areas 
that became Pakistan, and the 
Hindus were concentrated in 
India. The ethnic map was 
never neat and before the 
situation stabilized perhaps a 
million — or even two million 
Hindus and Muslims were 
dead. It was conservatively 
estimated that twelve million 
were homeless refugees. 


There were subsequent 


efforts to exchange minorities 
— about two million were 
swapped one way or the other 
— but still millions of Hindus 
remained in Pakistan in their 
ancestral home and con- 
versely 60 million Muslims 
stayed on in India. (In the 
subcontinent, everything is in 
millions: you read of a 
minority that seems small, 
only 10 per cent. In net terms, 


however, you are dealing with 
50 million people.) Lake people 
who live on the slopes of 
volcanoes, they blanked out 
the last eruption and hoped 
they could live in peace with 
their environment. 


Burn and Shoot 


But now, alas! the rumbling 


has begun. Of the seven 
million refugees from East 
Pakistan currently in India, 
more than six million are 
Hindus who had remained in 
Pakistan after partition. The 
Pakistani army that drove 
them out, and killed several 
hundred thousand of their 
brethrpn, is solidly Muslim. 
This army might not do too 
well in the field, but it is good 
at 
burning houses and 


shooting up towns. As the 
Bengali refugees with their 
atrocity stories filter through 
India, communal tension will 
inevitably rise to the breaking 
point. If you can't invade 
Pakistan, why not cut the 
throats of the local Muslims? 


Similarly in 
Pakistan, 


where the first sinister domino 
has already fallen in the East, 
the response to Muslim 
bashing in India would be to 
take out after the sizeable 
Hindu population in West 
Pakistan. And then you ask 
the terrible question: If the 
subcontinent literally goes up 
in smoke, what can we, what 
can anyone, do?

Both leave too 
many human and personal 
needs untended; and both, 
unchecked, lead to corruption 
of different sorts. Most people 
accept one or the other, in 
modified form, as a last 
resource; but only fools and 
fanatics pretend that either is 
optimal for man. 


Marriage, as we know it is 


simply not working. Our 
sexual relations are a mess, 
both in and out of marriage. 
Promiscuity does not seem to 
be an answer as much as a 
reflex; monogamy may not be 
on the way out, but the present 
family 
constellation 
is 


breaking up fast. We are still 
as ignorant about our deepest 
sexual and conjugal needs as 
the Baylonians were about 
protons and neutrons. 


All past 
and 
present 


religions, I am convinced, 
only prefigure some future 
one. Man cannot live without 
it, but he has not learned to 
live with it; he perverts every 
religion to serve lesser and 
baser needs. And no creed or 
dogma has yet arisen that 
elicits an adequately human 
response in terms of sustained 
lovingness. 


Maybe we have to hobble 


along pretty much as we are. 
But then no one should assume 
that any of the "answers" we 
offer are right or true. Most 
wars have been fought over 
nothing, 
just 
as 
most 


arguments consist of mutually 
exclusive 
ignorances 


defending their nescience.

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Bloodhound Finds Man Lost in Woods

KAUKAUNA — Eighty-two- 


year-old Edward Hahnemann. 
201 Kenneth Ave., was smiling 
and happy Tuesday 
after 


spending a harrowing 25 hours 
lost in the woods at Pickeral 
Lake near Townsend. 


Hahnemann had gone into 


the woods early Sunday with 
his son-in-law, Gordon Cham- 
peau, 413 Brill St., Kaukauna. 
to pick blackberries. About 11 
a.m., the two started from the 
woods, but Hahnemann left 
the path to pick a few more 
berries to fill his pail. Cham- 


peau walked on, figuring his 
father-in-law was behind him. 


When he realized Hahne- 


mann was not with him, 
Champeau r e -e n t e r e d the 
woods to try to find him. He 
searched and called for over 
an hour, and then returned to 
his car where he sounded the 
horn to no avail. 


Champeau drove back to his 


cottage on Pickeral Lake, 
called the sheriff's depart- 
ment and within an hour 
about 73 volunteers from the 
area gathered to begin search- 
ing the woods. The group 
searched until 6 p.m. and then 


quit, planning to resume Mon- 
day morning as soon as day 
broke.

Two dogs were permitted to 


sniff a pillowcase on which 
Hahnemann had slept Satur- 
day night. Three men then 


entered the woods with the 
male dog, but the*animal was 
unable to pick up a scent. The 
female dog was then tried, 
and she began to follow a 
trail. The men came across a 
fire, built by Hahnemann Sun- 
day night, and felt they were 
on" the right trail. A little 
further into the woods they 
found another fire apparently 
built Monday morning which 
was still smoldering. 


About noon Monday the men 


found Hahneraann sitting on a 
log, about five miles from the 
point where he entered the 
woods. Hahnemann, who is 


hard of hearing, said he tried 
to hear the sound of cars 
which would help guide him 
back to the main road, but to 
no avail. 


Built Fire 


He heard 
planes in the 


distance 
and built a fire, 


thinking perhaps the smoke 
would be seen. He thought he 
heard his name called about 4 
p.m. Sunday, but when he 
called back there was no 
answer. He also recalled hear- 
ing a motor boat on a lake 
and tried to locate the lake, 
knowing there would be cot- 
tages, but was stopped by a 


thick tamarac swamp. 


Hahnemann built a big fire 


about 6 p.m. as darkness 
settled in the woods and 
recalls watching the flames 
and thinking, "This sure isn't 
like watching TV." He claims 
he never became excited or 
alarmed even though it began 
raining Monday morning and 
he was drenched to the skin. 


His only food Sunday was

time to keep house," Miss 
Kaltman says. "Either they 
work eight hours a day, or 
they're an unofficial partner 
in their husband's business, or 
they're heavily involved in 
charity." 


And to the doubting men of 


the world, who think that all 
those gadgets must make the 
job of housekeeping practical- 
ly non-existent, Miss Kaltman 
says it just isn't so. 


Trot to Store 


"It 
takes longer 
to do 


almost everything today," she 
states. " F i f t y years ago 
everyone had vegetable gar- 
dens and their cellars were 
full 
of stored 
food. Now 


nobody has gardens— much 
less space for storing. So you 
trot off to the grocery store 
every few days, which in 
itself takes longer than it used 
to. 


"And even a few years ago, 


you could call a repairman if 
something broke, 
and he'd 


come immediately and fix it," 
she continues. "Now you're 
lucky if he comes after four 
calls. Also, women have to 
ferry c h i l d r e n everywhere 
now, and you never used to 
worry if they walked two or 
three miles."

good French bread and a 
simple dessert," or perhaps 
serving individual meals in 
brightly-colored b a s k e t s t o 
each guest.

Kaltman says the hostess 
should do her best to make 
them feel at home. "I think 
it's up to the hostess to clue a 
guest in on the household 
routine, so the guest knows 
what's expected of her," she 
says. "That's presupposing, of 
coarse, that most guests won't 
demand the impossible. 


"The smaller a place is for 


a guest, the gayer it must 
be," she continues. "If you 
pamper a guest with your 
finest linen, then sleeping on 
the sofa won't matter. One 
mistake hostesses make is to 
bend over backwards to let 
the guest know she's not going 
to any trouble.

The most impressive testi- 


monial comes from elder Ray 
Nitschke, who has faced every 
great running back the NFL 
has had to offer in the last 14 
seasons, among them Jimmy 
Brown, G a l e Sayers and 
Leroy Kelly. 


"John is as hard a runner 


as I've seen come to Green 
Bay during my time with the 
Packers," says the Pack's all- 
time middle linebacker. "He 
runs with the kind of abandon 
that Jim Taylor did. There's 
the same determined effort, 
the same recklessness. 


'•And he's not only a strong 


runner, ha has great quick- 
ness. He has good body con- 
trol and he seems to be a 
very durable player. He's just 


an outstanding young player. 
John has an excellent attitude, 
too. He goes into everything 
with a lot of vigor. 


"The big thing is thai, he's 


225 pounds and can run with 
quickness and speed. He hits 
the hole quick, which is really 
important because in pro foot- 
ball, holes are only open for a 
short time. That's a tremen- 
dous asset, which all great 
running backs, like Sayers, 
Brown and Kelly, have. And 
Brockington is the same 
way. 


He has real quick feet. John 
has the potential to 'be another 
Kelly or Brown."

dictions in his own behalf, 
Brockington feels he is pro- 
gressing "pretty -well" at this 
point. But, a perfectionist as 
well as an intense competitor, 
he is quick to pinpoint what 
he considers to be his defici- 
encies. 


Scorned the Pass 


"I should be a little farther 


along on r u n n i n g pass 
routes/' says the muscular 
Brooklyn native, who last 
year established an all-time 
Ohio State record by rushing 
1,041 yards in 240 attempts. 
"Sometimes I don't go down 
field far enough, and some- 
times ' I do n't go wide 
enough."

Hayes traditionally scorns the 
pass in favor of "three yards 
and a cloud of dust" has 
made the adjustment more 


difficult than it might other- 
wise have been, he conceded. 


"That's why it's something 


of a problem for me," said 
Brockington, due to get his

Bengals. "I did very little of 
that in college and here you 
have to discipline yourself to .
